CLEVELAND, ‘Nov. 22° ().—Col- 
lege football, criticized recently by 
an exhaustive bulletin of the Car- 
negie \Foundation; which ' accused it 
of a “‘spirit of professionalism,”’ to- | 
night faced another criticism in a 
statement: by .one.of the .greatest 
players of recent years, Coach Bob 
Fletcher ‘of ‘the Case School of Ap- 
plied Science, that ‘‘only a few col- 
lege players nowadays play the game 
because they like it.’’. - 

Announcing his resignation as the 
Case cath today, to be effective af- 
ter the Thanksgiving Day e with 
Western Reserve University, Fletcher 
declared that “‘intercollegiate foot- 
ball is dying.’’ 

Football.games will continue to 
draw. big crowds for a few years, but 
the game would not hold the public 
asin the past, Fletcher said. The 
former star quarterback of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois declared there was 
a.‘'changed attitude’. among ‘college 
players of the last few years, adding, 
‘“‘The youngster of today cares more 
for the social life at college.’’ 

Fletcher has been coach at Case 
since 1924. With several good sea- 
sons to his record, he faced even bet- 
ter. prospects next year. with almost 
an entire team of veterans. He said, 
however, his retirement from foot- 
ball would be permanent and that’ he 
will associate himself in a business 
capacity. with an Ohio oil company 
‘as soon as the present season ends. 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer tonight 
auoted Professor C. D.‘Eddy, chair- 
man. of the Case faculty athletic 
committee, as saying: 

-“T know that student interest in 
football has been on the wane for 
several yéars. That has been -a sub- 
ject of discussion at intercollegiate 
athletic meetings in the East and it 
has’ been extensively commented 
upon in the Olio Conference. 

“The newspapers have succeeded 
in keeping up the public interest in 
the game, but students no longer 
support football as they used to do.”’

-A few. weeks ago Wolf celebrated 
his return: to the squash tennis 
courts after an. absence of four 
years by defeating Milton Baron of 
the, Fraternity Club, a member of 
the first’ ten. A week later Gavin 
Brackenridge of the Princeton Club, 
another top-ten player, fell before 
him, and after that Rowland Haines 
of the Columbia University Club, the 
national champion, had a terrific 
battle to hold him in check. 

Last night, in the third round of 
the annual Fall scratch tournament 
of the New York A. C., the young 
Williams College graduate added a 
third member of the first ten to his 
list of victims when he defeated 
Burdett H. O’Connor of the Cres- 
cent A. C. With the gallery looking 
on in amazement, Wolf put on his 
most impressive exhibition of the 
season, winning the first game at 
15—8 and taking the second by the 
almost unbelievable score of 15—0. 
Met Four Years Ago. 


Four years ago, before the Mont- 
clair youth packed his bags and set | 
out for Williamstown, Mass., the} 
sameé two players met and O’Con- 
nor was the winner. Since then 
O’Connor, who grew up with Wolf 
in New Jersey, has climbed far in 
squash tennis, while’ the latter has 
devoted himself to lawn tennis. But 
during those four years Wolf has 
developed into a strapping young 


giant, and the strength that he has 
acquired has added enormously to 
his game. 

But it is more than hitting power 
that the Winged Foot representative 
brings to r in winning his 
matches. He has a superb back- 
hand that compares with that. of 
Edward Larigan, whom he meets in 
the next round.

“The general rules under which 
utilities segerg are included in the 
Constitution of the United States,’ 
said Colonel Betts, referring to the 

vision ‘‘to promote pub wel- 
are’ and the provision that ‘“‘Con- 
gress shall have power to regulate 
commerce.”’ 

Colonel Betts alluded to President 
Coolidge’s statement that free and 
fair opportunity to.conduct one’s own 
business anid to: make his way in the 
world without being hampered by 
monopoly was the right of every one. 

‘‘When we purchase electrical en- 
ergy or gas or water,’” he continued, 
“is the service received to be regard- 
ed as interstate commerce simply be- 
cause it crosses a State.border? I 
am unable to:rec interstate ser- 
ve in the Bo ig of electrical en- 

ergy. company that supplies 

electricity te me makes it a service 
that is practically one from the St. 
Lawrence River to the gulf, 

“It would seem that the bulk of 
electrical energy is still consumed in 
the vicinity of power plants. Ninety 
og cent of allelectricity is consumed 

the State in which -it_ originates. 
The 10 per cent of power that crosses 
a State line is owned by the produc- 
ing company, so that Bi Pg in the 
nature of interstate commerce is in- 
volved. - Statistics indicate that the 
distance traveled py cleatrieity is, be- 
ing shortened. In 1928 electricity 
created by be da plants was at its 

highest in volume, but that is not a 
condition , that, to’ my mind, will 
continue.’

™men otherwise, entirely reasonable 
citizens, seemed to pe willing to. bu uy 
utility securities at a price whic 
would net them a return of from 1% 
to 2 percent Of their monéy, he said. 
He added: 
; “The only explanation seems’ to 
be that they were discounting the 
future with optimistic hopes of rapid 
capital appreciation and increased 
dividends” - Utilities as a whole 
have been far too high.in price, and 
any one who thinks that they are 
coming back to the altitudes of the 
recent past is, in my opinion, fooling 
himself badly.’’ They ‘are not com- 
ing back for the simple reason that 
they never had any right to be there 
in the first place, and the American 
people have learned this fact as a 
result of a most unpleasant and un- 
precedented jolt.’’
